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Prep Visited By 
Middle States 


After months of careful self-examination, Prep submitted 
itself to a rigorous study by the Middle States Association of Col¬ 
leges and Secondary Schools from March 26 to 28. The purpose 
of the study was to determine Prep’s strengths and weaknesses, 
and to see how our educational offerings could be improved. 


Jesuit Schools 
Vie In Festival 

On March 2, Brooklyn Prep 
played host to Xavier, Regis, and 
McQuaid High Schools at the 
second annual Jesuit One-Act 
Play Festival. 

The plays presented were: “The 
Prisoner” by Xavier High School; 
“Aria da Capo,” given by McQuaid; 
Regis* “A Memory of Two Mondays”; 
and “The Man in the Bowler Hat/ 
Prep*s own production. 

Prep*s play opened with a humorous 
discussion between John (John Mc¬ 
Hugh) and his wife Mary (John Mul- 
lin). Suddenly the dashing hero (Joe 
Stewart) enters, followed by his love, 
the curvaceous heroine, played by 
Frank Rykowski. As the story unfolds, 
we find the villain (Mike Scimeca) in 
hot pursuit of our hero. The hilarious 
haggling over the collection of hat 
boxes which led to the much-sought 
“Rajah’s Ruby” gave the play its live¬ 
liest moments. The needed inform¬ 
ation is forced out of the hero by the 
villian’s henchman, played by Jack 
Green. In a most surprising climax, 
the audience finds that it has been 
viewing a play within a play, and 
that the mysterious man in the bowler 
hat, Edward Haggerty, is the play’s 
director. 

Regis’ play, by Arthur Miller, was 
a moving portrayal of life’s loneliness 
and tragic monotony. 

Xavier presented “The Prisoner,” an 
engrossing drama showing a vicious 
attempt to stamp out the Church in 
a totalitarian government. 

The evening’s final offering by 
McQuaid H.S. was brilliant satire on 
the difficulty of human communica¬ 
tion. This was adjudged the finest 
effort of the evening, and the Festi¬ 
val’s Best Actor award was presented 
to David Zaumeyer of McQuaid. 


The organization which conducted 
the evaluation is a voluntary group of 
private and public schools who have 
joined together to establish standards 
for high schools and to evaluate them¬ 
selves and each other according to 
this standard. Every ten years each 
school invites a committee composed 
of officials from the other members 
to review the school’s status, and de¬ 
cide whether the school shall be ac¬ 
credited for the next ten years. This 
survey takes place after the faculty 
has made a self-check and tried to 
locate its own flaws and good points. 

Three Day Visit 

In their three days here, the com¬ 
mittee sat in on classes, spoke to stu¬ 
dents and faculty, and examined the 
school’s facilities. The basic criteria 
against which everything was meas¬ 
ured are set forth in a book on eval¬ 
uative criteria which sets norms in 
seven basic areas: program of students, 
student activities, school plant, guid¬ 
ance facilities, library, health services, 
and staff and administration. 

The members of the committee are 
chosen from among the schools in 
the association, and are well qualified 
to judge the quality of a school. Our 
own Father Kelly has served on such 
committees in the past. 

Accreditation of School 

After the study is completed, the 
decision to accredit the school is made. 
A report on the group’s findings is 
sent to the offices of the association, 
and a copy goes to the school, so that 
it may use this information to improve 
itself. Colleges also use the associ¬ 
ation’s findings to determine whether 
to accept a student’s record at its 
face value. 

Dr. Irwin, the head of the com¬ 
mittee, stated that no comparative 
ratings are issued, and that the most 
important job of the association is not 
accreditation of schools, but joint 
participation in raising the educational 
standards of the members as much as 
possible. 


Barbieri Cops 
Legion Title 

After a slow start, the Brook¬ 
lyn Prep Oratorical Society has 
recently come back strongly with 
several important victories in the 
last month. 

Barbieri State Champ 

Following up his fine debating per¬ 
formances, Richard Barbieri placed 
second in the opening round of the 
American Legion Oratorical Contest. 
His exceptional extemp ability, cou¬ 
pled with his fine original oration on 
the Sixth Amendment, easily brought 
Rich the county and zone champion¬ 
ships of this two-fold competition. As 
of now, Rich is the New York State 
champion and stands a good chance 
of copping the Regional champion¬ 
ships, the last step before the nationals. 

Catholic Forensic League 

While Rich was winning honors in 
the American Legion, his colleagues 
were active in other areas. In a Cath¬ 
olic Forensic League contest A1 Fusco 
and Paul Esposito won second and 
third places respectively in Oratorical 
Interpretation. Shortly afterwards, 
Martin Cahill took third place in the 
King’s County Catholic War Veterans 
contest, while John McHugh won a 
finalist trophy in the city National 
Forensic League Championship. 

Marett Receives 
Top Actor Award 

Prep’s Dramatic Society pre¬ 
sented the court room scene 
from the Merchant of Venice 
in the annual Shakespeare Festi¬ 
val of Hofstra College on March 
15. It was the opinion of the 
judges, college professors of 
speech and drama, that the cast 
executed an extraordinary per¬ 
formance. Louis Marett, a junior 
in his first major role, was highly 
effective in his interpretation of 
Shylock and was thus rated the 
Festival’s outstanding actor. 
Joseph Stewart, also a junior, re¬ 
ceived second place in his win¬ 
ning defense of Antonio. 

Had notice been given to overall cast 
performance, Brooklyn Prep would 
most likely have placed first; however, 
this was not the case. Singled out, 
nevertheless, for particular commend¬ 
ation were John McHugh, as Antonio; 
Lawrence Harrington, as the Duke; 
Joseph Stewart, as Portia; and Louis 
Marett, as Shylock. 

Second Straight Success 

This year’s success follows up last 
year’s, when alumni Kevin Mc- 
Sweeney, as Antony, and Joseph Hart, 
as Brutus, were voted the best actors 
in their performance of the assassin¬ 
ation scene from Julius Caesar.

The en¬ 
tire student body congratulates the 
cast and especially Louis Marett and 
Joseph Stewart for their outstanding 
performances.

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Keep Prep On Top 

Recent developments have affirmed one undeniable fact: 
Brooklyn Prep no longer stands alone as the top scholastic high 
school in Brooklyn. Other schools, perhaps more energetic and 
eager for progress than we, have advanced to a position where 
they can challenge Prep’s long-held supremacy. If Brooklyn Prep 
hopes to maintain its top position, it must double its present ef¬ 
forts. This means work—untiring, persevering work! 

And who is going to do this work? The school has fulfilled 
its part by making the best possible courses and teachers available. 
The burden clearly rests with the pupils themselves. Our former 
efforts may have been good enough in the past, but will no longer 
bring the same results today. 

An increase in population and in the demand for skilled talent 
has made the competition for college and college scholarships 
much keener. The recent Regents’ Scholarship Exam proved this. 
Prep students achieved the highest scores of any senior class, but 
there was still a noticeable drop in the number of scholarships 
received. Obviously the scores must be pushed still higher. 

This determination to work harder also has its practical ad¬ 
vantages. Not only will it increase the scholastic standing of 
Brooklyn Prep, but it will bring more scholarship money and a 
better chance for a good college education. Therefore, for those 
who demand something more than school pride, there is this 
added incentive. The only person who will be helped by working 
harder is you. 

The Play’s The Thing 

The presentation of a play of any type requires a great deal of 
effort and continuous dedication on the part of the players and 
directors. All of this labor is rewarded by the audience’s enthu¬ 
siastic reception of the performance and its appreciation of the 
work involved. But when there is no audience before which the 
actors can display their talents, all the preparation and rehearsal 
seems to have been done for no worthwhile purpose. 

Such, unfortunately, has been the case at Brooklyn Prep. Very 
few students find the time to attend a dramatics production; very 
few have the interest to prove to the actors that their efforts are 
noticed and appreciated. The relative handful who do attend 
cannot hope to fill up the void created by the conspicuous absence 
of the majority of the student body. 

Will this regrettable lack of appreciation for the efforts of 
others and this failure to take advantage of a well rounded educa¬ 
tion be allowed to continue? It is hoped that the great majority 
of Prep students will realize the important part of their education 
they are neglecting and that they will strive to remedy this in the 
future. If everyone seriously attempts to better himself personally, 
the entire school will be improved considerably. 


SPOTLIGHT ON: ed haggerty 

When Ed Haggerty came to Brooklyn Prep four years ago, he 
was much like the thousands of Prep freshmen before him. He 
har the same hopes and aspirations for a happy and successful high 
school career. But unlike so many of the others, Ed Haggerty had 
the will power and drive to realize his goals and to become one 
of the most outstanding men at Prep. 

Since his sophomore year, Greek 
student Haggerty has devoted much 
time and effort to the Literary Maga¬ 
zine. For his dedicated work, Ed, 
together with John Lenahan, was 
chosen to be co-editor of this years 
magazine staff. Realizing the tremen¬ 
dous responsibility involved in such a 
position, we asked Ed what was the 
function of the co-editor in the pub¬ 
lication of the magazine.

As vice-president of this year’s 
Dramatic Society, our spotlighter recently turned in a magnificent performance 
as the disillusioned protagonist in Samuel Beckett’s “La Derniere Bande.” 

Regarding the value of dramatics for Ed, our spotlighter added: 

“Dramatics has truly done much for me. It has enabled me to overcome 
my fear of audiences. Through the society, I’ve acquired many friends and 
have learned the value of team effort, since a failure by any member of the 
cast can have a telling effect on the overall performance. Finally, it has 
helped develop my speaking ability which, I feel, will be an invaluable 
asset for me in later life.” 

As one might expect from a man of Ed Haggerty’s calibre, he is a 
member and officer of the Senior Sodality. For four years he has carefully 
followed the demanding sodality way of life. Naturally we asked Ed for his 
views on the sodality. 

“Man is of such a nature that he must be pushed. The sodality stresses 
the importance of the spiritual life and instills in its members the desire to 
form good habits and lead holy lives.” 

Upon graduation Ed plans to enter the Society of Jesus. We are all 
certain that his firm character and solid academic background will enable 
him to win an abundance of souls for Christ.

Many people participate in sports merely to win fame or to 
have a good time. But there are a few exceptional individuals 
whose main objective in sports is to see the team victorious. Such 
athletes have not lost their zeal for personal success, but they 
consider it secondary to the team’s success. Of all of Prep’s ath¬ 
letes, Ed Desmond, captain of the varsity swimming team, perhaps 
symbolizes best this idea of a “team man.” 

Throughout our interview, Captain 
Desmond had nothing but the highest 
praise for the showing our swimmers 
made this year. 

“Competing on the swimming team 
this year has been a very rewarding 
and enjoyable experience for me. The 
team consists of a terrific group of 
athletes who are always willing to 
give their all for the team. Of the 
four varsity squads I’ve been on at 
Prep, this present one tops them all 
in spirit, as well as ability.” 

Our sportlighter’s four year career 
on the swimming team has been a 
most profitable one as far as personal 
success is concerned. In the one hun¬ 
dred yard breast stroke at the Jesuit Championships, Ed took second place, 
and in the stiff competition of the Seton Hall Invitational Meet, he stroked 
his way to a respectable third place finish. However, he is most valuable as 
the breast stroke leg of the medley relay team, with John Doherty, Charlie 
Stone, and Rich McAteer. The swift quartet is undefeated this year in dual 
competition, an accomplishment which brings a smile of pride to Ed’s face. 

“It’s given me a great thrill to see the medley team go through the season 
without a defeat. In the beginning of the year, the idea that the medley team 
would be undefeated never entered our minds. But as we added victory to 
victory, the tension mounted. Our final triumph over Xavier in our last meet 
of the season brought a well-earned sigh of relief.” 

Since the new pool has been installed at Prep, the swimming team has 
been improving rapidly, and now stands as one of the finest squads in the city. 
We wondered how important the pool has been in the finmen’s rapid im¬ 
provement. 

“The pool has definitely been a major factor in the team’s improvement. 
It has added considerably to the spirit of the team and has considerably im¬ 
proved the school’s interest in swimming. However, the pool has not been 
the only reason for the team’s success. Coach Doolan has been very helpful 
in giving the team the right attitude. Everyone on the squad enjoys working 
for him. I know he has helped me a great deal, personally, at Prep and has 
been more than a coach to me.” 

Ed can be found spending his after-school hours in other places besides 
the pool. He is the Associate Editor of the Blue Book and finds this a very 
worthy activity. 

“The Blue Book offers me an opportunity to develop my creative skills, 
just as the swimming team allows me to improve my physical ability. In this 
field I have come into contact with the non-athletic side at Prep and I have 
had an opportunity to exchange ideas with these people.”

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Basketeers Advance To 
CHSAA Quarter-Finals 


Rarely does Brooklyn Prep 
produce a basketball team of 
championship potential—this was 
one of those rare years. 

In the first few games, 6' 7" center, 
Don Johnson averaged almost 20 
points per game. However, when Prep 
faced taller teams such as St. Francis, 
Loughlin and Molloy, the burden on 
offense was shifted to the other four 
starters. This weakness in offense and 
defensive rebounding was the cause 
of our heartbreaking losses to all the 
above teams. In spite of these losses, 
however, the Prep five advanced to 
the C.H.S.A.A. playoffs to face Sacred 
Heart. Led by Charlie Phillips, who 
garnered a phenomenal 39 points, 
Prep controlled the game and won 
going away, 84-69. 

Our quarterfinal encounter was 
against a much more difficult team, 
La Salle, the defending C.H.S.A.A. 
champions. Unfortunately, the Prep 
squad got off to a slow start and was 
down by 16 points at the half-time. 
The second half was another story as 
Prep pulled within 5 points with only 
a minute left. But La Salle success¬ 
fully slowed the pace and edged Prep 
out with a four point victory, 63-59. 


One glance at the individual players 
who formed the team easily proves 
how outstanding it was. First, there 
was All-City forward and co-capt., 
Charlie Philips, who excelled offen¬ 
sively and defensively while averaging 
17 points a game. At the other for¬ 
ward spot was 6' 4" Jack Dema, who 
led Prep’s rebounding and was second 
only to Phillips in scoring. In our opin¬ 
ion the team had the best back-court 
combination in the city in co-captain 
Bill Devaney and Pete Gulemas. 
Devaney quarterbacked the team with 
his pin-point passing and excellent 
shooting, while Pete Gulemas’ superb 
dribbling and shooting kept opposing 
defenses on their toes all season. He 
also led the team in assists, a vital, 
often overlooked, statistic. Last but 
not least was center Don Johnson 
who contributed greatly to the team 
with his height and shooting. Juniors 
Jim O’Brien and Kevin Loftus also 
performed well in their appearances. 

The most telling factor in this most 
successful season was Prep’s teamwork 
and cooperation. If Charlie Phillips 
had an off-night—a rarity—Dema or 
Johnson was always at hand to make 
up the deficit. 


Prep Nine Faces 
Tough Season 

As the baseball season again prepares to get underway, Coach 
Doolan is hard at work molding a team which will continue to be 
a leader in the C.H.S.A.A. ranks. Last year Prep’s baseball team 
compiled a league record of 11 and 3 to place second in the 
Brooklyn-Queens Division. The Eagles would have entered the 
city playoffs had it not been for a defeat at the hands of St. Francis 
Prep in the final game of the season. 


Although only four of last season’s 
regulars are returning this year, it 
seems that the Eagles will be strong 
contenders for the league title in ’63. 

The big question mark concerning 
the team’s success this year seems to 
be whether or not the Eagle mound 
corps can shoulder the burden of a 
long season. The staff will consist of 
four or five pitchers, but it is doubtful 
that more than three of them will be 
able to pitch a full seven inning game 
with any regularity. The three are 
Denny Foley, who specializes in slow 
stuff, and junior footballers Bob Kelley 
and Fred Partineo. Two years ago 
Foley and Kelley pitched the J.V. team 
to second place in the city; if these 
two can match their previous perform¬ 
ances and if Partineo has a good sea¬ 
son, Prep will have one of its strongest 
teams in recent years. 

The Eagles’ hitting superiority over 
the other teams in the league is clearly 
evident. No less than four of the Prep 
starters, batted over .300 last year. 
Tommy Casella, who will start in 
either right or left field, batted .450 
last season even though he only ap¬ 
peared in about half the games. Slug¬ 
ging first baseman Bill DeBemardis 
hit .320 last season with a good per¬ 
centage of his going for extra bases. 

Co-captains Charlie Phillips and Mel 
Grillo will play 3rd base and shortstop 
respectively. Both batted above the 
.300 mark last year. Mel, a smart man 


at the plate, and a near-flawless fielder 
is one of the best shortstops in the 
C.H.S.A.A. He will assume the role 
of Prep’s field general. Charlie will 
be making the switch from the center- 
field position which he held last year, 
Phillips has a sharp hitting eye, as 
well as terrific speed and a strong arm. 

Rounding out the Eagle infield is 
second baseman Petey Gulemas, an 
excellent glove man who specializes 
in the double play pivot. 

Bob Melore will be behind the plate 
for the Blue and White. “Moe,” a 
fine hitter, has a very strong throwing 
arm which will cut down many enemy 
base runners in the course of the 
season. 

Top Outfield 

The two other outfield positions will 
be battled for by three men: Jimmy 
Giordano, who, with his timely hitting, 
was instrumental in the J.V.’s success 
two years ago; Jeff Brady who has 
the strongest arm in the outfield, as 
well as the ability to hit the long 
ball; and Tom Harmon, a fine fielder, 
who also can hit for the distance. 

All in all, the Eagle lineup is ex¬ 
tremely well balanced; it has fine 
pitching, excellent hitting, and fielding 
and good speed in Phillips, Gulemus, 
Giordano and Foley. If the team gets 
its share of breaks it will definitely be 
a strong contender for the champion¬ 
ship.

During the 1961-62 academic year everyone at Prep was in 
ready agreement that the Eagles were producing some of the best 
athletic teams in Prep’s long history. The football team that year 
went undefeated and fielded one of the finest gridiron powerhouses 
in the city. The basketball team also had a great year, reaching 
the C.H.S.A.A. quarterfinals. The baseball team was undefeated 
longer than any other hardball outfit in the league and finished 
in second place in the Brooklyn-Queens division. The track and 
swimming teams both achieved a fair amount of success in their 
respective leagues. 

A good deal of this athletic strength of last year 
was due to the ability of a few men who excelled in 
two or even in three sports. These men were respon¬ 
sible for much, if not most of Prep’s outstanding 
athletic accomplishments. Our versatile athletes were 
especially instrumental in the success of Prep’s “big 
three” sports—football, basketball, and baseball. 

This year this situation does not exist at Prep. 
There is no small clique of athletes to “control” Prep’s 
sports as there was last year. This is not meant as a 
criticism of our present athletes, but rather as a com¬ 
pliment. Despite the loss of the athletic stars, the 
overall picture at Brooklyn Prep this year is just as 
formidable as that of last year. True, the Eagles 
had a poor football campaign, but the basketball 
and swimming teams have both improved upon the 
showings of last year. 

At the start of the basketball season, Prep had only one “star,” Charlie 
Phillips. This did not stop the team from having a great year, however. Jack 
Dema, Bill Devaney, Don Johnson, and Pete Gulemas all came through with 
fine seasons to make the team a successful one. 

The swimming team had a few greats in its lineup—Ed Desmond, Bob 
Burke, and John Doherty—but the team’s success was equally due to the fine 
performances turned in by the other members of the team. 

It seems that this trend is going to continue at Prep for at least the next 
few years. The little man who takes pride and satisfaction in victory will be 
the mainstay of Eagle athletic teams. Naturally this means that Prep athletes 
must maintain and increase their drive and willingness for hard work if Prep 
is to continue as an athletic power in the coming years. 

Bill’s Bulletin: 

Because of the newspaper blackout, most of the papers have not been 
selecting the customary “all city” teams in basketball. The “Brooklyn Eagle” 
named an all Brooklyn-Queens squad which included four Prep players—more 
than any other team in the two boroughs. Charlie Phillips landed a berth on 
the first team, while Jack Dema and Bill Devaney made the second team. 
Don Johnson received an “honorable mention” . . . The greatest tribute to 
the roundball team is the fact that our starting five have all won college 
scholarships for their basketball talent. 


In the Jesuit Relays on February 
16th, the spikemen totaled enough 
points to nab second place behind the 
Fordham team, avenging their cross¬ 
country upset by Prep. The Open 
Three Lap relay of Richie Gallagher, 
John Petito, Tom Witko, and Lou 
Petrizzo was victorious. The midget 
relay triumphed again with the four¬ 
some of Ronnie Howell, Neil Corvino, 
Lloyd deSuze, and Larry Svirchev. 

Relays Take 2nd 

The depth of the team showed 
through as six Prep relays snatched 
second. The junior relay (Marty Cah¬ 
ill, Vin Cantwell, Lou Forte, Pat 
Neubert) earned silver medals, as did 
both freshman relays—the sprint 
quartet of John Morrison, Kevin Ser- 
rapede, Joe Bilello, Chris Termini, and 
the distance medley of Ken Robotham, 
John O’Brien, Marc Verini, and Pete 
Geraghty. Mark Cunniff, Vic Garcia, 
Marty Buckley, and Kevin Lanigan 
composed the Open Mile relay which 
battled Fordham all the way to the 
tape, while the sophomore medley of 
Walt O’Brien, Al Henna, Bob Cassano, 
and Frank Rager crossed the line in 
the runner-up position. The three man 
high-jump relay of Vic Garcia, Dave 
Long and Bob Somelofske also scored 
high enough for silver medals. 

Prep at Garden 

Madison Square Garden played host 
to over a thousand competitors on 
March 1 in the Annual Catholic City 
Championships. Lou Petrizzo made it 
through the semi-finals of the sixty 
yard high hurdles, and grabbed sixth 
in the finals. 

The Prep squad piled-up I 6 V 2 points, 
finishing third behind Power Memorial 
and Monsignor McClancy. The sopho¬ 
mores gave a hint of things to come 
when they ran away with the sopho¬ 
more Medley Relay. The members of 
the victorious team were Walt O’Brien, 
Mike Volstad, Frank Rager, and Richie 
Loehfelm. Bob Gilleran lunged a yard 
too late to snare a second for the 
submidgets, thus bringing the quartet 
to a fourth place finish. Warren Pa- 
chan, Bernie Hullah, and Pat Mc¬ 
Carthy ran the first three legs. Ronnie 
Howell, Bob Grossberger, Lloyd De 
Suze, and Larry Svirchev again joined 
forces to cop medals in the midget 
relay. They received bronze medals 
for their third place. The team of 
Vic Garcia (5' 6"), Dave long (5' 0) 
and Bob Somelofske (5'2") captured 
a tie for third in the high jump. The 
day was topped off by the powerful 
running of the Open Mile relay. Mark 
Cunniff led off in 56.3, and Vic Garcia 
followed with 56.9. Bill Azzinaro held 
down third leg with 57.9 and Kevin 
Lanigan anchored in 55.1. The time 
was good enough for second place 
and four more points to bolster the 


Prepmen to a third place finish in the 
total point score. 

The Intercollegiate Association spon¬ 
sored a special C.H.S.A.A. one mile 
relay on the Garden track. Four swift 
Eagles responded by turning in the 
best mile clocking by Mr. Lawrence’s 
squad this season. Vic Garcia contrib¬ 
uted 55.9 for the opening leg. Kevin 


Lanigan finished the half with a 
worthy 54.3 effort. Bobby Grossberger 
took the lead on the third leg, running 
56.1. Walt O’Brien then hit the tape 
in a blazing 52.5. 

The excellent time (3:37.9) just 
missed placing the team in the final, 
but it indicates the potential of the 
topnotch team for the outdoor season.

Swimmers Finish 
Winning Season 

The varsity swimming team finished a highly successful sea¬ 
son with a 5-2 record in dual meet competition, a first place in the 
Jesuit Championships, and a fourth in the Seton Hall Invitational 
Meet. The only losses were at the hands of Bishop Loughlin and 
St. Francis, two very powerful teams, which downed Prep in the 
last event of the meet, the freestyle relay. 


Meeting stiff competition in the 
Seton Hall Invitational Meet, the 
Eagles managed to capture fourth 
place, by totalling 29 points. Bobby 
Burke set a new record for the back- 
stroke, coming in first with a one 
minute flat clocking. The medley re¬ 
lay team made an impressive showing 
in taking second place, and captain 
Ed Desmond finished third in the 
breast stroke. 

Trinity offered little competition for 
the experienced Prep team and, al¬ 
though Coach Doolan substituted 
freely, Trinity managed to score only 
16 points to Prep’s 81. 

St. John’s Dunked 

The finmen easily rolled over St. 
John’s by a score of 67-28. Frosh 
Bobby Burke copped the 100-yard 
free style in a 55:00 timing. Tom Bell 
and Ed Sharkey took first and third 
in the 50-yard freestyle, while John 
Dogherty and Jim Carey did the same 
in the backstroke. Two fast-rising 
stars, Walter Lee and Ken Stapf, took 
first and second in the 400-yard free¬ 
style. 

Victory Over Xavier 

In the final dual meet of the season, 
Prep was again victorious, beating 
Xavier, 58-:37. Doherty and Carey 
once again pulled the one-two punch 
in the backstroke, while Lee and Remo 
finished first and third in the individ¬ 
ual medley. Capt. Desmond took first 
in the 100-yard breast stroke, and 
Tom Bell captured the 50-yard free¬ 
style. In the diving event, seniors 
Tony Fiore and Vic Howard placed 
first and second. Charlie Stone easily 
took first in the butterfly, while Richie 
McAteer placed first in the 100-yard 
freestyle. 

Throughout the season, the medley 
relay team of Stone, Doherty, Des¬ 
mond, and McAteer was undefeated 
in dual meet competition, as was 
John Doherty in the backstroke.
